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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed May 26, 2004 appear to be formal and are acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Plummer et al (CA '597) in view of Doerksen et al ('170). 

The invention is substantially met by Plummer et al (CA '597) who disclose a 
method and apparatus for determining at least one coordinate of a movable sensor 
including, inter alia, a GPR system (15) in combination with an optical system such as 
FLIR (forward looking infrared) camera or video camera (see Figure 2). The system 
also includes a lane marking system 70. However, it appears that the Plummer et al 
(CA '597) does not show a positioning marker as claimed. 

To this end, Examiner applies Doerksen et al ('170) to specifically show 
determining the position of a movable sensor including, inter alia, positioning markers 
(see paragraph [0016]). Doerksen et al ( ( 170) also disclose various marker systems 
including a tape measure or marked string (see paragraph [0005]). 
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Thus it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
sensor system of Plummer et al (CA '597) by including the parker positioning system as 
taught and as motivated by Doerksen et al ('170) in order to improve the detection of 
underground objects. 

Conclusion
